‘The Prisoners’ Mutiny. 

A combined attack was made last week 
by 2 native prisoners on a. soldier named 
Lachman, who was set to guard them while 
they were at work. The men had been impri- 
soned together in one cell, and it is supposed 
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that they took the opportunity to make their 
plans in concert. They formed part of a gang 
of 25, who were working down linked 
singly and under Lachman’s charge. One 
of the 22 asked Lachman to look at his 
work and say whether or not it was properly 
done. As the unsuspecting soldier knelt 
down to do this, another prisoner struck him 
over the head with a shovel, rendering him 
unconscious. Two Chinese prlicemen were 
overpowered anc tied up and then the whole 
22 conspirators took to their heels. The 
other thtee prisoners were not in the plot. 
One of these went with information of the 
occurrence to the nearest police station 
and the other two carried the almost dead 
soldier into the neighbouring village of 
Syfang. 

Pursuit was made at once after the 
fugitives and the two ring-leaders were 
catight the same day. Sergeant Andocho- 
wit captured one named Kuang who had 
armed himself with Lachman's rifle aud 
made an attempt to use it. The other 
man, Li, was found asleep ina ravine by a 
Chinese’ constable. During the pursuit n 
third prisoner was shot and died from his 
wound in prison, Kuang and Li were 
tried and sentenced to death. Yesterday 
they were executed in prison.

On this purticu- 
lar day, if T recollect right, it rained fast 
all the morning and up till afer 33 o'clock 
in the afternoon, but by 5 o'clock people 
were ont playing tennis, and two of the 
four public courts (cinder courts) were in 
fall swing, followed shortly after by the 
other two. 

We have had tanterr lectures, and other

Now we are waiting for a typhoon which 
is annomsiced as coming our way, but which 
somehow or other seems to be reluctant to 
break in upon the glorions weather we are 
all enjoying s+ much.

Anglo-French Relation 

The Baron d’ Estournelles, the high- 
priest of international arbitration, does 
not mean to let the grass grow under his 
feet. Immediately on his return from 
his personally conducted Parliamentary 
tour in England, he wrote to M. Deleassé 
informing him that practically everyone 
in England was in favour of a treaty of 
arbilration with France and was likewise 
propared to settle all outstanding disputes 
and come to wt understanding — with 
France and Russia for a reduction of 
naval expenditure. The Baron according- 
ly urged M. Deleassé to lose no time in 
profiting by this favourable combination 
of circumstan In fact the Baron 
seemed to intimate that he and his 
friends had done all the work and that 
nothing was left for diplomacy b 
through a few formalities and in: 
an Anglo-French age of gold. 
that, like most enthusiasts, the Baron is 
oing too fast. Two nations can hardly 
throw themselves into each other's arms 
in this precipitate way. However de- 
sirable a close understanding between 
England and France may be, it would be 
unwise to close one's oyes to the fact 
that there are many obstacles to be over- 
come ; and suceess is much more likely to 


















































than by relying on an unproved reined: 
‘The true aspect of the situation y 
clearly set ont the other day by M. Denys 
Cochin, the leader of the right in the 
Chamber of Deputies, in a conversation T 
had with him, He sa‘d: 


Dis: ing to Agree, 


“ When there is a well-defined question 
at issue, L have no objection to arbitra- 
ion; but to contend that France and 
Bugland oueht to bind themselves to 
choose this method of settling every dts 
pute between them seems to me piterile. 
Z should not adhere to such a principle 
in conducting my own affairs, and J do 
not see that it has any advantages in 
international relations. On the contrary, 
a general treaty of arbitration between 
France and England would do more harm 



































than good. There would inevitably | be 
disagreements as to ‘ts interpretation, 
and we should be constantly accusing 


each other of trying to avoid the remedy 
wo were supposed to desire. In fact we 
should have more disputes over the mach- 
inory for avoiding them than we have 
without it. I understand that M. Del- 
uss6 is preparing a treaty of arbitration 
with England, out of deference to the 
tepresentations that hare been made to 
him in his own party. but I doubt whe- 
ther he has any real faith in the scheme, 
and if the treaty over sees the light, we 
shall find that it contains the largest 
possible number of loopholes.” 


The Far-Eastern Cloud. 

“Another objection to any arrange. 
ment of this kind with England ix to be 
found in the highly complicated —and 
delicate state of alfairs in the Far East. 
The greatest political arena is there, and 
not in Europe. When the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance became known, Russia insisted, 
in almost imperious language, on France 
joining her ina counter-declarition, which 
commits us to eventuai military action 
in North China, although we have no 
interests there. No one, I suppose, is 
sufficiently innocent to. imagine that 
Russia will abandon Manchuria, any more 
than England will give up

DENGUE FEVER. 
To the Editor of the 
“Norra-Cuixa Dairy News.” 


Sin,—At the present time when so many. 
people—foreigners and natives alike—are 
Faffering from. this for of fever, it may 
interest’ your readers to kuow what that 
eminent authority, Sir William Moore, 
K.C.LE., says on the subject, in his 
excellent book ‘A Manual of ’ Family 
Medicine and Hygiene for India.” 
“Usually the first. symptoms of dengue 
fover are headache, restlessness, chilliness, 
debility, pains inthe back, limbs, joints, 
and eyeballs of a very severe character, 
With more or less feverishness, and often 
irritability of the stomach. But. dengue 
sometimes commences with a sudden pain 
in some joint, and without symptoms as 
enumerated above. Shortly “afterwards, 
generally within twelve hours from the 
first, feelings of uneasiness, an eruption of 
aredr searlet character appears on the 
face, chest, palms, and elsewhere, lasting 
about forty-eight’ hours. During the 
“fever” the temperature rises to 103? 
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or 104° F., while the pulse ranges 
to 120 beats in the minute. But 
this rise of the heat of the body and 
thé increased frequency of the pulse 
only last during the limited first 
febrile state, and the condition is not 
ordinarily indicative of danger. As the 
rash disappears the ‘fever’ lessens, and 
for two or three days there is generally an 
almost complete cessation of pains and 
‘fever.’ Then, with an accession of * fever,’ 
a second eruption, more resembling that 
of measles, occurs, probably. first 
the palms of the hands. ‘This may 

slight as to escape notice, or it may last a 
few hours or persist for two days. Some 
times this second rash resembles ‘ nettle 
rash’ rather than measles, and there is 
often intense itching, and sometimes seur- 
finess of the skin as in measles. This 
second fever and second eruption often 
leave the patient much weakened and 
depressed, with rheumatic soreness, stiff: 
ness, and pains in the joints, and perhaps 
enlargement of the glands of the neck or 
groin, A third attack may also occur. 
Dengue fever prevails epidemically, and is 
































contagious.’ It. attacks both adults and 
children—even infants—when the startings 
occasioned by the pain may be mistaken 
for conyulsions.

Chinese in the Liaotung Peninsula. 


The other day we stated in these 
“Notes” that the Russian authorities in 
Port Arthur had ordered all Chinese re- 
sidents there to leave the place before a 
certain date on pain of having their goods 
aud chattels confiscated. A’ similar re- 
port now comes from Talienwan where the 
rumour of an outbreak between Russia 
and Japan in the near future is universally 
believed. 

The Proposed New Japanese 
ttlement. 

With reference to the report in local 
mandarin circles that the Japanese Con- 
sul-General here had demanded from the 
Shanghai Taotai a piece of ground for a 
Japanese Settlement, similar to those in 
certain other treaty ports, it was at first 
stated that the land desired for the pur- 
pose was situated in Pootung. This, 
however, was © misunderstanding and it 
is now asserted that it is the vicinity of 
the Yangtzepoo district that was meant.

‘The chronic poverty of the Chinese Go- 
vernment due to the habitual dishonesty 
and peculation of more than _nine-tenths 
of the official classes of the Empire and 
the reckless extravagance of the Empress 
Dowager, encouraged thereto by. the 
fawning flattery of her minions, has been 
the cause of Feopening the question of 
the sale of official ranks and titles to get 
at the hidden hoards of the masses.

THE WEAKNESSES

tering the house of Mr. P. Wood in 
Yangizepoo Road, and stealing there- 
from valuables to the value of $400, on 
the 3rd instant. 

‘The prisoner was a coolie employed by 
complainant. He left his employer's 
house about 9 o’clock on the night of 
the burglary. In the morning it was 
discovered that the house had been 
broken into and that several articles 
were missing. Further investigation led 
complainant to suspect the servants, and 
to the subsequent arrest of prisoner by 
Detective Bookless. 

In reply to the sessor, Mr. Wood 
said that all the stolen property had now 
heen recovered with the exception of two 
dishes. 

Inspector Aiers said that on the 23rd 
April a burglary was committed at the 
same house and two silver-plated dishes 
were then stolen. The door was locked 
the previous night, but was found open 
next morning with the key in the lock. 
‘Tho present. prisoner was then in Mi 
Wood's employ, but the No. 1 boy was 
suspected of the theft. Sop 

‘Mr. Wood said that when his wife 
came downstairs on the morning of the 
Srd instant, she found that 14 pieces of 
silver were missing from the sideboard. 
On going upstairs again, sho found that 
‘a drawer had been broken open and the 
drawer and its contents taken away. The 
drawer was afterwards found some dis- 
tance away from the house, but its con- 
tents had been removed. Later in the 














day, all the stolen silver was found 
wrapped up ina cloth, concealed in some 
Jong grass near the foreshore. After- 


wards n gold pencil was found on the path, 
and later a gold chain in the grass. On 
the following Sunday, the police found 
two stolen half-sovereigns in the prisoner's 
hoot. The remainder of the stolen pro- 
perty was recovered from Foorhow Road. 
Complainant. was away when the theft 
occurred, and his wife was the only for- 
eigner in the house. ‘Tho prisoner was 
supposed to sleep on the premises. 

inspector Aicrs said that on Sunday 
norning, the 6th instant, native detec- 
ive brought the prisoner to the Station. 

prisoner was searched by the inter- 
preter and two half-sovereigns were found 
sewn inside his bovt. He at first said 
that he bought them a year ago in Nan- 
king Road, but that being proved untrue, 
he afterwards confessed that he had stolen 
them from Mr. Wood's house. He also 
confessed tostealing the other property. He 
pointed out the place where the stolen 
property was concealed, saying that the 
remainder of the property was at 4 house 
in Foochow Road. All the property was 
thus recovered with the exception of the 
pencil and chain, which were found as 
described hy Mr, Wood.

The cloth 
was used for making flour bags On visit- 
ing the coolies’ quarters he found more 
cloth and a quantity of flour concealed 
beneath the cooking stove. 

Tnxpector Aiers said Mr. Dowling em- 
ployed 50 or 60 coolies in the mill. 

"The prisoners were each sentenced to 100 
blows and a fortnight’s cangue at the mill.
